The laft Letters from Paris, brought the following 
rematkable Declaration of the French King. 
BWIS by the Grace of God Kingof France and 


Navarre, to all who fhall fee thefe Let- 


cers Greeting. Tho’ che Currency of Mint-Bills 
for ready Money, introduc’d into our good City of 
Paris, was eftablifh’d for a Means that might be as 
nleful to our Subjects, as it is neceffary to us for 
fapporting the Charge of the War; and that in’ 
reality befides the alleviating of extraordinary Af-. 
fairs, the Number of which has very much dimi-. 
rith'd during the Time that we have made ufe of 
this Expedient ; our Subjects have profited confi- 
derably by thofe Bills, which Intereft we have caus'd 
to be paid very regularly to this Time at the Rate 
of Seven and a half per Cent, with which the Pub- 
lick had Caufe to be fatisfied ; We have been in- 
form’d that the Currency of thofe Bills bas been: 
very much prejudic'd by the Avarice of fome pri-. 
vate Perfons, who having more regard to their 
own Intereft than to that of the State, have taken 
Occafion by negociating thofe Biils to make an 
Ufury pernicious to the Publick, feeking fuch Per- 
fons as might want ready Money, and taking Ad- 
vantage of their Neceffiiy have exacted of them 
unlawful and exorbitant Profits, by giving them 
Money for Mint-Bijlls, :To put an End to which 
Abufe, we have by Yevéral Declarations and Arrefts 
on this Subject, denounc’d fevere Penalties againft 
thofe who teok fuch Ufury, which did indeed put 
aiStop to it for fome. Time ; But we have been 
inferm’d, that this Evil is of lave become great, and’ 
has augmented to fuch a Degree that ‘tis abfolute- 
neceffary to remedy ir. And we being more defirous 
ly to provide againft it in a effectual Manner, 
and to eftablih the Currency of Money, which 
has been almoft wholly ftop’d fince the Miot-Bills 


came to be more commonly offer’d, after confulting 


thofe who were moft able to inform us in this: Mat- 
ter, and deliberating on it in our Council, We have 
found that the only Method to be taken, is to leffen 
from this Time. forward the great Number of Mint- 
Bills that are current in Trade, to fupprefs them to- 
tally as foon as poflible, and in the mean time to 
caufe our Declarations and Arrefts againft thofe who 
are guilty of taking the aforefaid enormous Ufury 
to be executed, For thefe Caufes, and other Confi- 
derations moving Us thereto, by the Advice of our 
Council, and of cur certain Knowledge, full Power 
and Royal Authoriry, we have pronounc’d, declar'd, 
and order’d, and by thefe Prefenrs fign’d with our 
Hand pronounce, declare, and order, and Our Will 
and Pleafare is, that hereafter, beginning from the 
firft of January next, all the Mint-Bills that fhall re- 
main in Trade, and ‘continue to be current in it, 
thalt be chang'd into Nores of 1000 and 500 Livres, 
at the Election of the Bearers thereof, none be- 
ing 10 be made out for other Sums, and that the 
Payments which ‘fhall be offer’d with the faid 
Bills, thalh not be receiv’d, unlefs.a qth Part at leaft 
of the Sum be offer’d in ready Money. We de- 
clare, that hereafiet the Mint-Bills which fhall fe- 
main in Commerce, fhall no longer bear Intereft 
from the faid iff Day of January enfuing. And to 
give thofe who ate overftock’d with them, and 
bave noDealings inBank or in thenegociating of Bills, 
aiOpportuiiity to difpofe of theth,and togain a lawful 
Invereft till shey can be reimburs'd, We order that
